Cincinnati, with her suburbs 
constitutes the meshes of a great 
city of 800,000 inhabitants. There 
is the city proper with its suburbs 
Mt. Hope, Fairmount, WeBt 
wood, Cuinminsville, Clifton, Av- 
ondale, Norwood, Corryville and 
Linwood on the Ohio side, and 
Dayton, Bellevue, Newport, Cov- 
ington, West Covington, Ludlow, 
and Bromley on the Kentucky 
side. These are all connected by 
a network of eleotrio cars, and 
railroads, so you can quickly go 
from any one point to another. 
Five bridges span the Ohio and 
three the Licking river, bindiug 
all these cities together in olosest 
intimacy. 

Cincinnati was first named Lo- 
santiville, named by John Filson, 
a pedantio school teacher, who 
wanted to show his knowledge of 
four languages in the name. Trans 
lated and read backwards it meant 
"the oity or village (ville, French) 
opposite (anti, Greek) the month 
(os, Latin) of the Licking (L, En 
gliph abbreviation of Liking). In 
l'7'.H) Gen. St. Clair named it Cin 
oinnati, In honor of the Sooiety of 
Cincinnati, composed of officers of 
the revolutionary army. 

Fountain Square, in whioh ia 
the celebrated Tyler- Davidson, 
the finest fountain in Amerioa, is 
the center of Cincinnati. From 
it all distances are measured, and 
it is the starting point for all the 
street cars. Seven street oars 
pass there, on an average, every 
minute. With its numerous parka, 
the finest "Zoo" in Amerioa, and 
its Buperb public buildings, it baa 
attractions for the viaitor,

WaUNItMrlox, July 7. — The proclama- 
tion of President MrKlnley 'opening to 
settlement the lands coded In Oklaho- 
ma was made public today. The 
proclamation covers the cessions made 
by the Wichita and affiliated bands of 
Indians in accordance with the act of 
March, 189'J, and those made by the 
Comanche. Kiowa and Apache tribes 
in pursuance of the act of July 6, 
1900. 

The proclamation provides for the 
opening of the lands in those reserva- 
tions which are not reserved at 9 
o'clock a. m., on August 6 next, the 
lands to be open to settlement under 
the homestead nnd town Bite laws of 
the Cnlted States. 

Hcginnlng on the 10th Instant and 
ondlnK on the Nth, those who wish 
to make entry of land under the 
homestead law shall be registered. The 
registration will take place at the land 
offices at Iteno and Lawton. The 
registration at each office will be for 
both land districts. To obtain regis- 
tration the applicant will be required 
to show himself duly qualified to 
make homestead entry of these lands 
under existing laws and to give the 
registering officer such appropriate 
matters of description and Identity as 
will protect the applicant and the gov- 
ernment against any attempted Imposi- 
tion. Registration can not be effected 
through the use of the mails or the 
employment of an agent, excepting 
that honorably discharged soldiers and 
sailors may present their applications 
through an agent, no ngen. being al- 
lowed to represent more than one sol- 
, dler. No person will be allowed to 
j register more than once. After be- 
ing registered applicants will be 
I given certificates, allowing them to go 
i upon the ceded lands nnd examine 
j them in order to aid them in making 
: an Intelligent selection. It is expllcit- 
j ly stated that no one will be permitted 
I to make settlement upon any of the 
J lands in advance of the opening pro- 
vided for, and the statement Is added 
that "during the first sixty days follow- 
ing said opening no one but registered 
| applicant! will be permitted to make 
homestead settlement upon any of 
said lands, and then only in pursuance 
of a homestead entry duly allowed by 
the local land officers or of u soldier's 
declaratory statement duly accepted by 
such officers.

WILL NOT BE RELEASED. 

Arr.erleana Captured Willi the II,. era Will 
He llelil rill the War la Over. 

Wasimm.iiin, July 7-Amerirans 
lighting in the lioer armies and mail, 
prisoners by the British will have to 
endure their captivity until the close, 
of the South African war. 

Great Britain has declined to com- 
ply with the request of this govern 
ment to release an American now con- 
fined on the island of Ceylon, and this 
declination will probably prove a bar 
to further representations by the state 
department in behalf of Americans 
captured as belligerents in South 
Africa. The test case was that of u 
naturalized American named Morgan, 
who claims residence in Virginia. 

Sir Alfred Milner, the British high 
commissioner in South Africa, disap- 
proves of the release of foreigners who 
fought with the Boers. He has an- 
nounced that a person who serves as 
a belligerent with the Boer forces 
loses his nationality and must be 
treated as au enemy. This view is 
concurred in by the legal officers of 
the state department. 

The department is satlsfled, from in- 
vestigation made by American con- 
suls and the British authorities, that 
all reports that the British are ill- 
treating their prisoners are without 
foundation The only hardship thut 
Americans captured in South Africa 
will have to undergo will be that of 
confinement until hostilities cease. 

In order to secure prompt settle- 
ment of claims tiled by American citi- 
zens for personal and property damages 
sustained in South Africa, ns a result 
of the actions of the British troops, 
the state department has officially re- 
quested all claimants to submit memor- 
ials Hettlng forth the facts in connec- 
tion with their claims, which will be 
transmitted through Ambassador 
t'hoate, to the British claims commis- 
sion, now sitting in London. 

The department Is in receipt of com- 
plaints from numerous persons, claim- 
ing American nationality, which are 
the basis of claims, but the records are 
not complete and in many "cases the 
citizenship of the claimants is not es- 
tablished. The claims, which submit 
estimates of the damage suffered, 
amount to several hundred thousand 
dollars. The department does not see 
how it will be possible to secure a 
settlement of claims arising out of 
damages following upon acts of the 
Boer government, as that government 
has ceased to exist. In the case of 
claims to mining rights, it is possible 
that the British government may allow 
claimants the privilege of recourse to 
the civil courts when they shall have 
been established. 

CLAIMS AGAINST "UNCLESAM" 
ity Ureal Britain win Not Be ■anted i<y 

Oae* lldsd Arbitration. 

Washington. July 7. — Consent to the 
arbitration of British claims against 
the Cnlted States will not be given 
by this government until Great Britain 
agrees to the arbitration of American 
claims pending against her. 

This is the decision of the state de- 
partment upon a request of Gnat 
Britain that certain claims arising 
out of the expulsion of British sub- 
jects from Hawaii during the royalist 
troubles In those islands be referred to 
arbitration. 

This government is not. of course, 
opposed to the principle of arbitration. 
Oreat Britain has, however, consistent- 
ly declined to arbitrate claims pre* 
sented by this government. Iucludlng 
the FIJI claims, which have greater 
merit than those which resulted from 
the conditions in Hawaii. American 
claims amount to several hundred 
thousand dollars, while those submit- 
ted by Great Britain have a much 
smaller aggregate. 

The department Is anxious to clear 
up nil the claims pending between the 
two governments, and If lireat Britain 
will agee to arbitrate the American 
claims the Cnlted States will undoubt- 
edly be willing to adopt this course 
with respect to British claims.

New York, July 0.— The London cor- 
respondent of the Tribune, writing of

The ease of Karl liiissell, involving- 
the trial of a peer by the house of 
lords after tho suspension of func- 
tions of this kind for 60 years, may 
offer an object lesson in the form of 
a majority verdict, which will tenet 
to dignify the trnditional rights and 
dignities of twclv* ordinary men in 
the box. New precedents may l>* 
created by a fresh committee em- 
powered U> examine the journal* of 
the house of lords. 

The Kaaentlal facta. 

The aaaaatlal facts Will be that a 
radical peer will be exposed to a ma- 
jority verdict from a house repre- 
senting the old torvism of tho pri* - - 
elegcd classes, und that any member 
answering tho roll cali of the lord 
high steward will be both an unan- 
swered juryman respecting Issues of 
fact and a judge regarding complex 
questions of divorce law in Kngland 
and in America.

"1'here ore many practices among 
our people which I do not fully un- 
derstand, therefore I Mill not at- 
tempt to give reasons for all our be- 
liefs or why we follow certain cus- 
tom-. 

"I will confine myself to our medi- 
cine men. their treatment of the sick, 
how we dispose of our deud and what 
we believe in regard to the future 
btate. 

"The power of healing OOVWI to the 
Mohave doctors as a special gift from 
the Great Spirit; no training or in- 
struction ure necessary. They are 
born to do that work and are peculiar- 
ly fitted for it. It is a calling from 



earth for its use. toils and struggles 
for a living the same as here. The 
crops, however, are never planted but 
once, the roots of which never die. 

"After a certain time the spirit 
again dies ami is burned and passes 
into another land. From this place it 
passes to another and another, until 
it has died four times, then it returns 
lo this earth again antl becomes a part 
of the soil on which it first lived.

All 
go to the same place, live together, and 
are subject to the same trials."

111! eloac of the college year Is 
culled "commencement," be- 
CaUee the young people who 
ore given degrees are supposed to 
have completed educations, antl be 
ready in every sense for the "com- 
mencement" of their curecrs in con- 
tact with the world. 

The national capital is becoming 
more ami more an educational cen- 
ter. Colleges have been here from 
the early days of the peel century, 
and now we have prosperous univer- 
sities. There are many busy people 
who tlo not understand the differ- 
ence between a college ami a univer- 
sity, but well-informed people know- 
that eatdi university is composed of a 
number of colleges. The college 
bears the same relation to a univer- 
sity that a king bears lo an emperor. 
An empire comprises kingdoms, and 
a university comprises colleges. 

It la well known that George Wash- 
ington advocated 'lie eetabllehment 
of ii national university in the na- 
tional capital; and his desire is grad- 
ually being developed. Hut the na- 
tional university is yet only in em- 
bryo. It will not be perfected until 
I the congress definitely acts upon the 
proposition which a number of good 
men have been projecting for more 
than a quarter of a century, out of 
their own individual menus. 

The secretary nf agriculture says 
that the ideal national university 
Would be a term of service in the 

executive departments for young 
men win) have been graduated from 

secular or religious colleges and uni- 
versities: a term of service in which 
they WOUld learn all about the fed- 
eral government, a 
clerks, with opportunities for attend- 
ing the Congressional debates, the 

use of the congressional library and 

contact with the statesmen front all 
of the states. 

The idea of the secretary, ns 
gleaned from many conversations, is 
that poor young men may thus have 
opportunity to earn their bread and 

butter by working in the government 

departments, while they also earn 
their educations by devoting their 
extra lime in taking advantage of 
their environments.

world) but it would be difficult to 
systematise sncb a comprehensive 
course of st udlea. 
in this city, as in all educational 

centers, it is safe to say that the 
number of students who support 
themselves in part, or in fact wholly, 
is constantly Increasing, Although 
not possessed of exact statistics ns 
I to the number of men who support 
themselves wholly or in part when 
going through college, it is known to 
be much larger than the outsider 
who gets only a su|>erlicinl view of 
matters would believe. 

Not only this, but the percentage 
of poor young men increases as well 
ns does the number. Perhaps our 
colleges have a certain extent more 
of the poor young men than other 
colleges. Of course, there is a large 
number of very wealthy ones, more 
of thetn in every entering class, but 
that is nccounted for merely by the 



There is no doubt in the minds oi 
experienced educators of the. effect 
of this double struggle for existence 
ami education upon the character of 
u poor young man. It can be but 
for the best, in every instance. This 
is one rule to which there seems to 
be no exception. For, no matter how 
hard the struggle, he is independent. 
He feels his independence and soon 
becomes self-reliant. Sometimes he 
is offensively self-conceited, but 
that's all right. His self-reliance and 
his self-conceit are pnrts of the de- 
velopment of ambition, nnd at the 
end of four years he is better nble 
to fnee the World than some of those 
who hnve not been through a poor 
young man's experiences. Moreover,

"Tutoring," that is, private teach- 
ing of high school students by col- 
lege or university students, furnishes 
at least partial support of a college 
young man.

A number turn to writing as an aid, 
and contribute to magazines and pa- 
pers.

Year after year classes are turned 
out iu which, ever-present, we find 
the poor young man who has had a 
struggle through college, and the 
struggle is not always an unpleas- 
ant one, nor unprofitable.

It is the light 
the tallow dip ill the cell of t 
cloistered monk. Whatever else I 
did of good or bad, by keeping aligli 
the student's lamp, the monk gave 
light to shine through the dark ages, 
so that we lo-dny have transmitted 
to us the learning of the ancients, 
all of it of Inestimable value to stu- 
dents." 

That is a tribute to the value antl 
power of all education, and not a bit 
of praise of the priest hood ; for John 

J, Keane is no bigot. Blblloal sehoi- 

are alone are indebted to those 
monks for the Mnsoretic pointings 
of the Hebrew. Chnlditic and Syriao 
versions of the Scriptures; and also 
for the Hellenistic (ireek of the gos- 
pels ami epistles. Catholic and Prot- 
estant alike draw from those foun- 
tains of learning, ami ulso from the 
Sinait.ie manuscripts for their acute 
and comprehensive knowledge of the 
Word, in which all denominations 
"think they have eternal life." The 
students of ihe world of science nre 
indebted to tho-e monks for the won- 
derful Ptolemaic theory of the uni- 
verse, the details of which arc mar- 
vi Ions antl of great value. To those 
monk! also historians are indebted 
for all of the knowledge which has 
been given concerning the great 
past; and also for the information 
which has guided modern explorers 
to the excavations of ancient cities 
wherein human knowledge has been 
almost miraculously developed. 

When he was a professor of exegeti- 

cal theology. President Dwlght, of 

Yale, said to the writer: "The college 

is truly democratic, no matter wheth- 
er it be located in n reupblic, in a 
kingdom or an empire. The sons of 
rich men nnd of noblemen stand on a 
level with the sons of poor men. In 
college a young man is esteemed for 
what he is and for what he does; and 
the worthy poor man may stand far in 
advance of the unworthy rich." 

Every man who has hat] experience 
in educational matters realizes the 
forcefulness of that statement. In 
seeking the I'topia of true democracy 
one must look to the college or uni- 
versity. This fact is particularly not- 
able in the national capital, .where 
hundreds of young men of all condi- 
tions in life are struggling together 
for that educational development 
which will fit them for all of the vicis- 
situdes of the battle of life; the bat- 
tle of which it has been said: "No 
time for loitering here. In this hat- 
tie it is only for God nnd the angels 
to be lookers-on." Our national uni- 
versity is slowly developing. The 
religious denominations are building 
universities all around the city upon 
healthful eminences. Men of wealth 
of the various denominations nre en- 
dowing professorships, and others are 
endowing scholarships for the success- 
ful poor young men who need aid and 
encouragement. Thus the national 
capital is becoming permanently our 
national center of education.

Or. either sid«' of the Electric tower 
la a lnrpe light green banner with 
golden design. 

On the different buildings are placed 
South American flaps; between each 
of the South American flags are Pcn- 
Anierican flaps. 

On each side of the Triumphal 
Causeway float golden banners, with 
the coat-of-arms of the United States. 
The banners are gold to repeat the 
color used on the pylons. 

In the Acetylene building are airi- 
pnnical sipns showing the history of 
lipbt in 10 different stapes of inven- 
tion — the first panel being a wafer, 
the last an acetylene gas light. 

From the two lar>:c flag poles in the 
Esplanade float large flag*. The polea 
arc 90 feet high. On them the flags 
of different countries, cities, states or 
societies will be raised on their re- 
spective days. 

In the Agriculture building a fea- 
ture of the decorations is the Pan- 
American and state flaps and coats-of- 
arms of different states and countries 
exhibitinp. They arc placed between 
the garlands, holding them up. 

On the poles of the Lily and Cypress 
rourts four larire red flaps with floral 
desipns float with ii4 small streamers, 
earrvinp the colors (not flaps) of the 
South American republics — red, white, 
blue, green and yellow. 

On the corners of the Electricity 
building are placed the flaps of the 
fcur European powers havinp colonies 
in this hemisphere. On the northwest 
corner, I'ranee; southwest. Holland; 
northeast, Denmark; southeast, Eng- 
land.

rnne-c from ID to 16 feet, nccording to 
the amount of stock fed from the 
Kilo. J do not think it advisable or 
practical to build a hilo smaller 'ban 
1-' feet iqnare or 12 feet in diameter. 
And rather than go above 10 or 18 
ffct in diameter I advise increasing 
the capacity by building more ailos. 
The crrue just now is for the round 
stave alios, but I think the average 
farmer who expects to build a silo 
would better build a square frame 
with rounded corners, for the follow- 
ing reasons! 

A square wood alio with ribs or 
girts around it horizontally, lined up 
nuil down inside and wentherboarded 
outside, whether built in a barn or 
outside, whether tied to another 
building or standing alone, will al- 
ways be firm ami rigid, and will not 
suffer from the drving-out process 
that occurs during the hot weather, 
when the silo is empty. And this, 1 
think, is a strong point in favor of 
the frame silo. I have learned of 
round silos that went to wreck, like 
an old barrel, in the dry weather. In 
the Wisconsin bulletin No. 83 the 
writer says he visited a number of 
stave silos that were badly damaged 
ami wrecked in this dryiug-out proc- 
ess nnd by the wind. In my judg- 
ment this wrecking process would 
be worse in a silo where the staves 
had been spliced, for they must be 
made weaker in splicing the stuvea.

As I nm not n draughtsman, I in- 
Close nn illustration from the Wis- 
consin bulletin that exactly indicates 
the framework of my silo, i \i ept 
that my silo is 30 feet high Slid that 
the girts at» closer than lure indi- 
cated. The corner pieces or M oments 
nre not properly indicated in the cut, 
to I bine drawn another ski tCB that 
Piora clearly indicates them. In Fig. 
S you will see that I have the corner 
well rounded. From the Inside ,,f the 
corner (A) to the face of the segment 
(It) is || inches, nnd we have no t rouble 
in going around this corner with or- 
dinary tongued and grooved flooring. 
\Vc lined this framework with yellow 
pii.e flooring and gave it a coat of hot 
coal tar every year; one dollar's worth 
of tar and one dollur's worth of labor 
are ample for this work. It is air-tight 
and preserves the silage perfi ctly, and 
I believe if tin' lai ring is not neglected 
the lining will last indefinitely . Some 
advocate a brick lining, but I do not 
think this practical, for the crevices 
would let iu the air and the outside 
woodwork could not well be made air- 
tight. While in wood-lined silo, 
tongued and grooved, the moisture of 
the silage will at once swell it into an 
air-tiyht condition, mid when the tar- 
ring is well done the drying out is re- 
duced to the minimum and the wood 
protected against decay. 

The next pit I will build will be of 
the snine construction, but larger. I 
believe it Unpractical to build tluin 
firm enough and strong enough 
against any bulging, up to 111 feet 
■quare, 1 do not think cement, at all 
practical in silo construction (except 
as a foundation), for the least swell- 
ing or contraction would crack and 
break the costing and let the air in.—
